The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claim 1 and its dependent claims are allowed because claim 1 specifically 
requires an X-axis driving unit and a Y-axis driving unit supplying an embroidery frame 
with power, and a drive-control unit, the X-axis driving unit or the Y-axis driving unit and 
the drive-control unit comprising a controller outputting a linear motor driving signal; and 
a driver for driving a plurality of linear motors simultaneously. 

The patent to Kwak is cited to disclose an apparatus for driving an embroidery 
frame of a multi-headed embroidery machine in which linear motors are controlled by a 
controller.
